better farm leases, ITiis agency also 
was Instructed to make grants, when- 
ever feasible, to low-Income farmers 
for conser\'atlon work. 


Oreater Subsidies 


Under changes In the AAA crop 
control programs, greater subsidie.s 
will be paid cooperating farmers who 
employe desirable conservation prac- 
tices which are normally not carried 
out on a large number of farms. Pay- 
ments for common conservation prac- 
tices wore decreased. 


The secretary also instructed local 
AAA committees to "require farmers 
tc meet stricter soil conservation per- 
formance requirements before grant- 
ing credit ior soll-bulldlng practices" 
—the ba.eJs on which 
conservation 
payments are made.

“The Monarch Oak la inseparably 
linked with history from earliest times. 
Baronial castles and great cathedrals 
are made of this sovereign wood. It 
has a wealth of history, and many 
Intriguing traditions endow this useful 
tree and its superior wood with inter­ 
est.. 


"As We stand in reverent awe in 
Westminster Abbey, erected Ui 1500, 
we are rajit in admiration at the mar­ 
velous wood work, the pulpit, choir 
stalks, and so.on., There we behold 
•the age defying beauty of oak’ which 
has immortalized the genius of the 
craftsmen of medieval times, 


"John Evelyn wrote in his diary

Monarch o? the Forest, land and sea 
do speak for tlie importance of this 
excellent tree, for houses and ships, 
cities and navies arc with it built.' 


*'Afi we adventure into ancient his­ 
tory; legend and lore, we find the oak, 
the friend of primitive man; when the 
world was young, the oak gave fuel for 
fires,, shelter and shade. Poets one 
and aU award the ‘kingship of the 
trees to the mighty oak’; the lord of 
the ww^s’; the long surviving oak.* 
“Jamcas Ru.>5seli Lowell 
marvels, 
■What guarded strength, what depth 
of shade are his, there needs no crown 
to ma,ke him forests king’; and Cow- 
per said that ‘In its idolatry we can 
excuse our forefathers, the Ehnids, in 
their, oak Imagined sanctity, for the 
oak h ^ been and Is the most majestic 
of trees.' 


“Fascinating is its legendary origin, 
'The first oak sprang from the blood 
of a Titan hero who was slain while 
invading the abode of the supreme god 
Zeus, r^o it was that Zeus chose tlie 
oak as his tree, and Zeua is often re­ 
ferred to as the “Oak god."' 


“Early coIn.s and works of art show 
Zeus crowned with oak leaves or 
standing or sitting by an oak tree. Tlie 
expression to have eaten of the acorns 
of Zeus was to say a p<yson had be­ 
come wise and full of knowledge. 


“Tlio oak 1.S Finland's tree and has 
been for centuries, having, they be­ 
lieve, spnmg from a magic acorn 
planted by a hero, and to thtó day in 
Finland the oak is called 'God’s tree,’ 
Our British ancestors, the Druids, 
worshiped the oak and held in rever­ 
ence the mistletoe which grew upon it. 
The saile log was always an oaken log. 
In fact Plirjy. about A. D. 15, derived 
the name ‘Druid’ from the Greek word 
meaning oak; so it has been clasely 
bound with the civilization of man, 
honored and venerated through the 
ages for its majestic mien, dauntless 
strength and manifold gifts to man. 


‘'Even in the Bible, the oak is men­ 
tioned several times. 'Abraham Oak' 
is said to be alive even to this day and 
Is claimed to be the oldest of its race, 
ten feet in diameter, and said to be 
the only living thing connecting the 
Old Testament with the present day. 
We also recall chapter 5, paragraph 4, 
Book Genesis, where ‘Jacob hid some 
ear rings under the oak, which was by 
Shecliem.’ The ships of the Saxons 
and Vikings were of oak as is shown 
by anecdote history and actual relic« 
in the British museums. When St. 
Augu.stine landed in laigland as a 
missionarj*. he wisely chose an oak as 
a pulpit irom which to preach to King 
Ethelbert. 


‘‘The Magna Charter sipied in 1215 
by King John was signed under the 
‘Great Oak at Runnymede." Under 
the oak many historic events have 
occurred. The oak is an integral part 
of our history, ■iMipecially of Great 
Britain and the Saxon race; however 
the 'Roman civic Crown’ was made of 
oak leaves. 


'■In 1S17. when Mar¿»hal Joffre was 
in the United Slates he was pre.scntcd 
with an ‘Oak Branch’ bearing two 
leaves, when the followmp testimonial 
was given to him: ‘The Oak which in 
all ages has typified power and 
strength ha.s fittingly been selected to 
symbolize Uie character of your pcr- 
sonalitj- and the enduring value of 
your acliievent.s.' 


“Garrich said ‘Hearts of Oak’ are 
our ships, ‘Hearts of Oak' are our men; 
*our ov^ii.early navy was built largely 
■of oak. Old Iron&idas. biult in 1797. 
was built largely of \he ‘best white 
oak and live oak.’ Old correspondence 
between secretary of war and the 
builders of our navy, in 1794, show 
that the War tiepartmoxu pr el erred 
oak as the timber for the vessels. 


“So the sanction of experience time 
'end the best maritime tradition is 
given to tlie oak. Oak has long been a 
•symbol of hoepitality and w'elcome to 
one’s home. If a branch is hung on 
the door, it signified welcome to aU

allies contemplate more than doubling 
their purchases of Am or lean-made 
warplanes to arm for air battles which 
they appear to consider Inevitable. 


Contracts for 4W> or more craft 
have been given American plants in 
the last eighteen months—for pursuit 
planes that have proved their military 
worth over the German west wall, 
bombers, attack bombers, and other 
types.
